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ome familiar faces are absent from our annual 
Sine of the international systems holdings 
of U.S.-based cable investors, while a handful of 
firms are expanding their horizons and taking up 
the slack. 

Out of the overseas systems business are opera- 
tors such as Bresnan Communications Inc. and The 
Lenfest Group, while major firms such as MediaOne 
Group Inc. have significantly pared their overseas 
investments. Much of the retreat can be chalked up 
to consolidation in the U.S. systems market, as 
Bresnan, Lenfest and MediaOne all became acquisi- 
tion targets over the last year. 

But there’s been at least one new kid on the 
block who’s made industry watchers sit up and take 
notice. Software giant Microsoft Corp. has agreed to 
spend billions of dollars over the last 18 months to 
establish an international broadband-network pres- 
ence. In addition to its investments shown on this 
year's chart, the company is also in the process of 
buying out MediaOne’s stake in Telewest 
Communications plc, and Is picking up a piece of 
Malaysian direct-to-home platform Measat 
Broadcast Network Systems. 

United Pan-Europe Communications N.V. has 
also been a standout, snapping up systems to flesh 
out its cable footprint. 

Current moves by systems investors means our 
chart will continue to evolve. MediaOne likely will 
disappear altogether after AT&T Corp. completes its 
acquisition of the company. The U.S.-based part- 
ners in Brazilian MSO TVA are also contemplating 
an exit strategy. Callahan Associates International 
LLC, meanwhile, aims to grow and has agreements 
to buy into Germany's cable market.
